“Mary,” an average, 16-year 
old, Massachusetts teen, is eager 
to get her license at 16 1/2 and 
enjoy her new-found freedom. She 
is ready to toss aside constantly 
begging for rides from parents 
and friends’ parents. She is itch. 
ing for the independence to drive 
wherever she wants. 

Before Nov. 4, cruising around 
with friends and going out to 
breakfast at Denny’s before school 
were definite plans for Mary. But 
now she has to wait an extra six 
months, thanks to the Massachu- 
setts Legislature. 

Because of the statistics regard- 
ing teen car accidents, legislators 
voted earlier this year to phase in 
drivers licenses, placing restric- 
tions on teens for the first six 
months they have their licenses. 
These restrictions are intended to 
help kids gain more driving expe- 
rience and prevent accidents, but 


the teens don’t view it as a big 
favor. 

Sara Maltzman, 16 and a junior 
at Andover High, says the law is. 
“trying to solve a problem, yet the 
method used for solving it might 
cause more problems instead of 
fixing them.” One of those prob- 
lems, she says, is the ride situa- 
tion. 

“Getting my license was sup- 
posed to help take the burden of 
giving rides to my friends and me 
off of my mother, but now this 
won't be possible.” 

The law took effect on Nov. 4, 
and applies to all adolescents who 
currently have a Learner’s Permit 
or Junior Operator’s License, or 
who will be getting either of them 
after Nov. 4.

fines,” Townsman, Oct. 29). 

OSHA has said the companies did 
not protect their employees from the 
potential collapse of sidewalk walls 
while the employees were working in 
nine-foot-deep holes. 

Once they were informed of the 
fines, Revoli and SAPA had three 
options. They could either pay the 
fines, request an “informal confer- 
ence” and work out a different settle- 
ment or contest the fines. 

The companies have decided to con- 
test the fines with a written notice. 
This has started a litigation process 
that will ultimately be decided by the 
independent federal Occupational Safe- 
ty and Health Review Commission. 

“That case is under contest,” says 
John Chavez, OSHA _ spokesman. 
“They did not try to work out an infor- 
mal settlement, which means the case 
is basically now in litigation. We’ve 
turned it over to the lawyers.” 

Revoli and SAPA have declined to 
comment on the matter. The two com- 
panies share ownership and a com- 
mon address at 352 Park St., North 
Reading. 

OSHA spokesman Ted Fitzgerald 
has said that relatively few cases take 
this route. 

“It can become a long and drawn- 
out process,” says Chavez. 

Revoli faces $105,000 in penalties for 
two alleged willful violations totaling 
$98,000. and $7,000 for two alleged seri- 
ous violations. 

SAPA was fined $98,000 for two 
alleged willful violations, $15,050 for 
five alleged serious violations totaling. 

OSHA defines a willful violation as 
“one committed with an intentional 
disregard of, or plain indifference to. 
the requirements of the Occupational 
Safety and Health Act and regula- 
tions.” 

It defines a serious violation as 
“one in which there is a substantial 
probability that death or serious phys- 
ical harm could result, and _ the 
employer knew, or should have 
known, of the hazard.”

Committee Report is outstanding in 
its field — narrow as that field may be. 

The Massachusetts Association of 
Town Finance Committees announced 
at its annual meeting last month, that 
the local report won the Finance Com- 
mittee Report of the Year award for 
communities with populations of 
more than 20,000. According to the cer- 
tificate — suitable for framing and 
signed by ATFC President John J. 
Tuffy — the report was judged on the 
basis of “persuasiveness, comprehen- 
siveness and appearance.” 

Those, according to FinCom Chair- 
man Don Schroeder, are the qualities 
the local committee and Town 
Finance Director Anthony Torrisi try 
to put into the report each year. Tor- 
risi says the local report has won the 
award for about five of the last 10 
years, but didn’t win it last year.

meeting, is done by Torrisi and Elena Koth- 
man in the town’s Finance Department, and by 
FinCom members Joanne Marden and Mel 
Jurgen.

While Andover may need more revenue 
for more services than ever before, new 
development in town in not necessarily the 
culprit, analysts say. 

Analysts examining the impact of resi- 
dential development on town services found 
that rising property tax rates were not pro- 
portionate to rising population rates in 
town, and that new residential development 
in town had no direct impact on education- 
al costs. 

The report, “An Evaluation of the Fiscal 
Impact of Residential Development on the 
Town Of Andover,” is scheduled to be pre- 
sented tonight, Thursday, at 7:30 p.m. in the 
School Committee Room, on the second 
floor of the School Administration Build- 
ing. 

Commonwealth Research Group, Inc. of 
Boston prepared the report, commissioned 
by the Planning Department and funded by 
a Special Town Meeting vote in 1996. 

The group was chosen for its experience 
with similar studies done for other New 
England communities, says Andover Senior 
Planner Laura DeGroot. 

The report includes an analysis of 
Andover’s development potential. That 
report was prepared by Ralph R. Willmer, 
Environmental Planning Director of 
McGregor & Associates. 

The presentation schedule concludes 
with a question-and-answer period. 

The report found no correlation between 
residential development and rising tax 
levies. While tax revenues increased by 2.9 
percent per year between 1985 and 1990, the 
population grew 1.43 percent annually. 


Between 1990 and 1996, population growth 
was lower, 0.39 percent per year, while 
property taxes increased 2.15 percent annu- 
ally, the report says. 

“We have no explanation for this phe- 
nomenon,” the report says, but later con- 
cludes that several factors could contribute 
to an increase in tax levy. 


Possible causes include the total cost of 


the school building project, other infra- 
Structure projects and equipment, addition- 
al services, increased labor costs for town 
employees, new regulatory requirements on 
the town and a reduction in state financial 
assistance since 1992. 

“All are possible causes of these tax 
increases. Residential development, howev- 
er, is not one of them,” the report says. 

In an effort to examine the impact of new 
residential development on schools, results 
were similarly inconclusive. 

To calculate the town’s educational cost, 
analysts used a formula used by the state 
Department of Revenue to calculate “inte- 
grated operating cost,” according to the 
report. The integrated operating cost 
includes factors like educational expendi- 
tures, spending outside the school budget 
for the benefit of the schools (i.e. insurance 
or pupil support services) and Equal Oppor- 
tunity Grant spending. The integrated oper- 
ating cost does not include capital projects 
like construction of school buildings. 

“The school population is now increas- 
ing, but the latest available data do not 
reveal this as a cause of increased (integrat- 
ed operating) costs to the town,” the report 
says. 

In a section of the report devoted to

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Selectmen prepare to sue on Lawrence cell tower

The town of Andover is on 
the verge of filing a lawsuit 
against the city of Lawrence, 
because it allegedly did not 
inform Andover abutters that 
a 100-foot Nextel Communica- 
tions tower was going up next 
to their homes on_ the 
Andover/Lawrence line. 

With an unanimous vote 
Monday, selectmen instructed 
Town Counsel Tom Urbelis to 
prepare himself for a possible 
future suit. 

Andover neighbors of the 
tower have been begging 
selectmen for more than a 
month to get involved with 
their own lawsuit, saying that 
the tower is an eyesore that is 
driving down property values. 
They want the tower taken 
down. 

Selectmen say Andover has 
tried to discuss the issue with 
Lawrence officials, including 
contacting them in writing, 
but has had little success. 

“They practically ignored 
that Andover exists,” said 
Chairman Bill Downs. 

Selectman Larry Larsen 
said its time for Andover to 
help out its border residents,

and he criticized the town for 
not doing so before now. 

“There’s no question (the 
tower) does significant damage 
to the value of their homes and 
quality of life,” he said. “I can 
assure you if that tower were... 
in other areas where the town 
is building high-priced homes, 
the stampede would have been 
deafening to begin to do some- 
thing.” 

Larsen called on the board 
to instruct Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski and Urbelis 
to immediately enter into suit 
against Lawrence for not noti- 
fying the Andover abutters. 

But Urbelis said the town 
can’t sue until Lawrence offi- 
cially files a decision denying 
the abutters’ appeal of the 
issue. So other selectmen elect- 
ed to take a slightly softer 
stance, and joined Larsen in 
telling Urbelis to get ready to 
sue once the decision is filed. 

Despite their vote, select- 
men do not appear confident 
that suing will do anything 
positive for either the tower- 
area residents or the town. 

“There'd be a large expendi- 
ture, but the possibility of the 
town prevailing is very low,” 


said Downs. 

Brian Major said he fears 
the suit could become “an open 
bucket” for taxpayer money. 

“You could fight something 
like this for years and years 
and years,” he said. “We need 
to really define what those fur- 
ther actions will be.” 

Getting involved in a long 
and bitter suit would not nec- 
essarily help the residents out 
any, added Selectman Lori 
Becker. 

But Larsen said the decision 
goes beyond whether the town 
can attain a court victory. 


“IT don’t care whether we 


win or not. This is an issue of 


doing the right thing, and we 
ought to do whatever we can 
for these people,” he said. 

“Our houses are on the mar- 
ket and they’re not selling. 
This is a horrendous situation 
to be in,” said Patty Scarbor- 
ough, a Shepley Street resident 
who has become a spokesper- 
son for the neighbors living in 
the shadow of the tower. 
“There are places to put these 
towers. They don’t need to be 
on top of somebody’s home. We 


do appreciate the support of 


the board.” 


Urbelis said that if the residents 
had filed a suit months ago, they 
would have had a good case, 
assuming they were never 
informed about the tower project. 
However, the window to file such a 
suit has closed, he said. Urbelis 
also compared the Andover situa- 
tion to a recent case where Pem 
broke allowed the construction of a 


movie theater unpopular’ with 
Marshfield residents near the 
Marshfield line. The case was 


thrown out of court.

“T don’t see too much difference 
between that case and this case, if 
the town of Andover were to sue 
he said. 

But Scarborough said this case 
is different from the one cited | 
Urbelis, because the Andover cass 
is “tainted” by the fact that 
Andover abutters were not 
informed that the tower was going 
to be built. 

“We need to show that we are a 
community,” she said to selectmen 
“I think by taking a stand against 
Nextel and the city of Lawrence, 
you're sending a message to the 
telecommunications industry.”

Dear Selectmen: 

I was watching the most recent 
selectmen's meeting (Monday Nov. 2), 
in which the topic of developing the 
Essex Sand and Gravel pit was dis- 
cussed, and having lived in Andover 
nearly my entire life, I was quite con- 
cerned. 

I am aware that money was desig- 
nated at Town Meeting last spring to 
look into the possibility of placing 
playing fields in that location. I first 
learned of the gravel pit becoming a 
definite site in Michael Jones’ letter 
(“Plans would interfere with natural 
habitat, Townsman Oct. 15). ’'m curi- 
ous as to the legalities of the transfer 
— that land has been designated con- 
servation land for nearly 30 years. I 
seem to recall that land was purchased 
as conservation land in 1968 to com- 
plete the natural periphery of Pomps 
Pond. 

I strongly urge you to reconsider 
the use of that land. Pomps Pond is one 
of the few watersheds to remain most- 
ly undeveloped. Opening that area to 
the kind of traffic involved in the 
development and use of playing fields 
would subject the entire wetland com- 
plex to disturbance and_ gradual 
destruction. Pomps is a beautiful and 
unique area with many diverse ecosys- 
tems that we should be protecting, not 
destroying. 

The side effects of installing fields 
in the gravel pit promise severe detri- 
mental impacts to the ecosystems, 
cleanliness, and natural beauty of the 
pond. The chemicals needed to main- 
tain the fields would undoubtedly have 
a harmful effect on pond life. The 
north end of the pond is currently the

town swimming beach that services a 
multitude of fishermen, swimmers and 
boaters. The swimming area on the 
north end is currently the focus of 
recreation, while the gravel pit area on 
the south end offers an entirely differ- 
ent perspective of the pond. 

Adding the fields would ruin the 
unique peace and serenity the south 
pond offers. Surrounding the pond 
with noisy, polluting, ecologically 
damaging recreation areas promises 
large degradation of the pond through 
increased traffic, eutrophication, and 
noise pollution. 

The gravel pit itself has many possi- 
bilities. The area could be a promising 
educational tool. I, myself, have done 
research in the pit, and I often see nat- 
uralists exploring and working in the 
area. Professors from Merrimack Col- 
lege often use the gravel pit to study 
barrens ecosystems. Perhaps the 
Andover schools could take advantage 
of such a special area. The construc- 
tion of the fields would eliminate these 
possibilities. 

I'm also curious as to the financial 
advantage of this location. Have you 
investigated other areas in town that 
may be cheaper, and have a less nega- 
tive impact? If you feel the need to use 
the land, perhaps a more fitting use 
could be established. The land could be 
transferred to a private conservation 
group for management and protection. 

The pond and its periphery is a 
unique area in Andover that should be 
preserved. Although more playing 
fields may be needed, they should be 
added in a cheaper, more ecologically 
sound location. It is my hope that the 
selectmen consider all options before 
embarking on the destruction of the 
Pomps Pond wetlands.

People who experience dry mouth as a side effect of 
taking an antidepressant or other medication should bring it 
to the attention of their dentists. According to a recent 
report from Holland, taking tricyclic antidepressants can 
inhibit the production of saliva, which, in turn, can render a 
patient vulnerable to oral infections and tooth decay. The 
researchers are still unclear as to whether the newer group 
of antidepressants known as selective serotonin reuptake 
inhibitors (SSRIs) inhibit salivation as much as the 
tricyclics, but there are many other drugs that cause dry 
mouth.

Mixed reviews for choice of new schools site 


pe a vote to eliminate a 
plan that included renovating 
the Doherty Middle School to 
convert it back into an elemen- 
tary school, the two options left 
for discussion both included 
building an elementary school 
at Cross Street. The question 
remained, should the new mid- 
dle school be built at South 
School, Sanborn School or also 
at Cross Street? 

Committee Chairman Eric 
Nadworny vowed not to hold 
the final vote until all the resi- 
denfS’ attending the meeting 
who’ wished to speak on the 
subject had spoken. And after 
more than an hour of discus- 
sion, it was some of those in the 
audience, not the committee, 
who urged an end to it. 

Resident Paul Conway 
encouraged the committee to 
show leadership, even if it 
meant voting for an unpopular 
option, and cited decisions of 
previous town leaders. 

“If we didn’t have the inter- 
state, we’d be Salisbury with- 
out the ocean,” Conway said. 

More than 120 people attend- 
ed the meeting, packing the 
School Committee room on the 
second floor of the School 
Administration Building, and 
spilling into a an overflow 
room on the third floor of the 
building. 

Those on the third floor 
watched the meeting on a 
closed-circuit television moni- 
tor, and were heard and seen 
by the committee on a televi- 
sion monitor in the School 
Committee Room. 

While some residents spoke 
against plans to put a school 
next to South School or San- 
born School, saying the areas 
were too developed, some spoke 
against putting a school at 
Cross Street because the area is 
less developed. 

Committee members cited 
reasons for choosing Cross 
Street for both schools includ- 
ing the lack of disruption to 
other students during construc- 
tion, and the reduction in time 
spent busing West Andover stu- 
dents to other schools in 
Andover. 

“My greatest concern is that 
this will forever change that 
(West Andover) neighborhood. 
None of us do that with a light 
heart,” said Committee mem- 
ber Tina Girdwood. 

Colleague Dick Collins, for- 
merly of West Andover and 


now a resident of Lovejoy 
Road, agreed. 

“I sympathize tremen- 
dously with the people of 


West Andover,” Collins 
said. 
Committee member 


Skip Eccles said his deci- 
sion was based on what he 
thought was best for stu- 
dents. 

But some residents said 
they thought the estimat- 
ed cost of the projects was 
too vague, and that the 
cost of building two 
schools at Cross Street 
must be less than the cost 
of building one school at 
Cross Street and another 
at South or Sanborn. Both 
projects were estimated to 
cost about $26 million. 

Nadworny said the 
costs estimates are a prod- 
uct of a state formula, and 
can’t be more exact 
because the schools have 
not yet been designed. 

Director of Public 
Works Bob McQuade said 
after the meeting that 
building two — schools 
rather than one on one 
Site doesn’t increase the 
cost of infrastructure that 
much. 

“If you separated the 
(new school) sites, you 
would still have major 
costs at Cross Street,” he 
said. 

To build schools at 
Cross Street, Andover will 
have to run a sewer to 
West Andover, but officials 
say the plan makes sense. 

“One of the things we 
try to do is put schools 
where kids are,” said 
School Department Busi- 
ness Manager Bernie Tut- 
tle. “There is a need in 
West Andover.” 

Building Project Manag- 
er David Harding said he 
thought the decision was a 
wise one. 

While many residents 
say they are happy with 
the committee’s decision 
to plan to build an elemen- 
tary and a middle school at 
Cross Street, others aren’t as 


pleased. 
Janet Aldrich, of West 
Andover, said she thinks 


adding development to an 
undeveloped area would have 
more impact than town offi- 
cials estimate. 

“I think it’s going to be a

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fiasco. By the time these

Aldrich said. 
Warren Kearn, a High Plain 
Road resident, who has 


assumed representation of the 
senior vote in the discussion 
around school space needs, said 
he is becoming unable to afford 
to live in his own home, the 
house he built more than 50 


years ago. 

“T live on a fixed income and 
I want to stay here, but it’s 
killing me,” he said of his ris- 
ing tax bill. “I don’t think they 
have any concern for us senior 
citizens. J Know we need space 
but I can’t see all these capital 
projects right now,” he said. 

Kearn has suggested using 
more portable classrooms for 
students. 

“This town has something in 
its psyche. They want to build a 
Taj Mahal,” Kearn said. 

He said he has heard from 
several of his West Andover 
neighbors that the decision to 
build schools in their neighbor- 
hood could drive them away. 

“There Will be a lot of homes 
for sale. A lot of people agree 
with me,” Kearn said. 

But many others disagree. 

Patrice Minton, moderator 
of the Townwide PTO, said she 
has heard many positive 
responses to news of the vote. 

“There are a lot of kids out 
there and no schools,” she said. 
Residents also support the plan 
because bus rides for many stu- 
dents will be shorter, the build- 
ings could be constructed with- 
out disturbing classes, and 
because a school serves as a 
place to bring neighbors togeth- 
er, Minton said. 

Charlie Friel, principal of 
West Elementary School, spoke 
at the meeting on behalf of 
Administrative Council, which 
includes all the Andover School 
principals. 

They supported the plan to 
build two schools at Cross 
Street for reasons including the 
reduced busing time for many 
students, or what Friel calls the 
“wait, ride, wait,” problem, a 
result of double and triple bus 
runs. 

He cited the first bus  stu- 
dents at West El, who arrive at 
7:50 a.m. after a long bus ride 
and wait to enter homeroom 
until 8:45 a.m., and some stu- 
dents who are dismissed from 
school at 2:45 p.m. and don’t 
arrive home until 3:50 p.m. 

Principal Jade Reitman of 
the Sanborn School said the 
decision to support the Cross 
Street plan was unanimous 
among principals. 

Resident Michael Frishman 
said opposition to the plan isa 
result of a phenomenon sweep- 
ing Andover’ known as 
“BANANA,” or “Build 
Absolutely Nothing Anywhere 
Near Anything.”

happen to them,” Laffin says. 

Laffin is also featured in a series of 
documentary-style advertisements for 
the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health. 

She met with more than 600 middle 
school students, 70 from Andover, 
Tuesday at West Middle School, as part 
of an anti-smoking campaign program 
— the annual Great American Smoke- 
out. 

The presentation also featured for- 
mer radio announcer Bob Mehrman, 
survivor of a laryngectomy (removal of 
his voice box), who now _ speaks 
through an electronic device. And it 
included the Up In Smoke juggling 
team of Jody Scalise and Paul Rich- 
mond, and students from the Westford 
Youth Group. 

Laffin has no gimmick. She sits in a 
wheelchair and tells the audience of 
her struggle with emphysema. She 
started smoking when she moved to a 
new city. She thought, like Sandy in 
the movie Grease, that she would 
instantly make 


pounds to her small frame. 

She endured six weeks of full-body 
radiation that made her sterile, and if 
she survives may cause her to develop 
cancer in 15 years. 

Now she is waiting to be added to a 
waiting list for another lung trans- 
plant, and has been giving a prognosis 
of one to two years to live. 

She has two daughters, aged 10 and 
11. 

Her tired blue eyes were those of 
someone who has told her story many 
times, but the warmth in her voice 
seemed to say otherwise. After she told 
her story, she concluded with one brief 
bit of advice for students, which earned 
her hearty applause. 

“Before you light your next ciga- 
rette, take just two minutes out of your 
life to think about what you're doing. 
Think about what you have, and all the 
things you want to do with your life,” 
she says. 

When teen-agers meet Laffin in per- 
son, they often ask her how much she 
smoked, or how often, she said. She 
expects they’re hoping to hear she 
smoked three packs a day of unfiltered 
cigarettes, but that’s not the answer. 
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She smoked a Fay 
pack of Marlboro 
Lights a day, she 
said. 

“T meet kids in 


high school who 
are already smok- 
ing more than 


that,” she said. 

She encourages 
kids to ask ques- 
tions, she says, and 
answers all the e- 
mail she gets. Her 
address is Pamlaf- 
finq@aol.com. 

The most effec- 
tive part of her mes- 
sage, she _ said, 
seems to be the 
opportunities she 
has to tell kids what 
is in cigarettes: 
“cow manure, rocket fuel, toilet clean- 
er.” 

Mehrman said part of the reason 
anti-smoking messages are starting to 
sink in with students today is that they 
are finally starting to realize that 
they’ve been used.

“Unless you check it you’re not 
going to see it.”

Briefly you see the tape, but a lot of bills have 
tape and it doesn’t register any concern. It felt 
like a bill.” 

Milne says clerks also need to be aware that 
counterfeiters are people like reporters, who 
look relatively clean-cut and wear ties. 

“IT wouldn’t expect someone who looks like 
you, buying a decent bottle of wine, to pull out a 
counterfeit bill,” says Julie Barron, manager of 
Driscoll’s Package Store, by way of explanation. 

“That’s why it works,” says Milne. 

Barron says she knows what to look for with 
the new bills issued by the Treasury, but didn’t 
think to be suspicious that an old bill might be 
counterfeit. 

Overall, Milne says the community policing 
effort has been a success. 

“Some will laugh about it. Some will be real 
concerned and ask, ‘Did this happen to me?” he 
says. 

“What I’ve been telling them is if they get 
something and they think it’s counterfeit, then 
don’t give it back to the person,” he says. “Call us 
right away.” 

Most of the people passing the bills will either 
be criminals who won’t want to stick around or 
innocent people who can be reimbursed by a 
bank for the denomination they thought they 
owned, says Milne. 

“Counterfeit bills seem to be coming back to 
this area more and more. And this would be the 
time to do it — the Christmas season,” he says.

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Cut space, chiefs told

Andover’s police and fire chiefs say the 
idea of having an amphitheater in the new 
safety center is a thing of the past, and 
more ideas may soon join it on the drafting 
room floor 

Those moves came at the direction of 
the Board of Selectmen, which told the 
chiefs Monday that they need to cut from 
their proposed $14 million price tag if they 
hope to have it approved by the board and 
Town Meeting. The chiefs say they have 
been making cuts all along, and continue 
to do so. 

Police Chief Brian Pattullo said the 
most recent changes include the replace 
ment of the amphitheater with a training 
room that will be about the same size as 
the selectmen’s meeting room. Under- 
ground parking has also been eliminated, 
and the building has been pulled closer to 
North Main Street, to allow for a possible 
parking lot behind the center. 

An architect’s Nov. 16 comparison 
between the safety center proposal made in 
May and the current proposal shows a 
decrease of about 3,500 square feet to a lit- 
tle less than 47,000 square feet. 

Although the report shows the training 
room at the same size 1,600 square feet, 
for both the May and November proposals 

construction project manager David 
Harding said the change from amphithe- 
ater to training room is more than just a 
change in name. 

At least one selectman feels it should be. 
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“I think an amphitheater would be very 
nice, but I don’t think we can afford it. | 
think six bays (for fire vehicles) would be 
nice, but I don’t think we can afford it,” 
said Selectman Larry Larsen. 

Both Larsen and Chairman Bill Downs 
said they would like to see architects reno- 
vate the existing building rather than 
build an entirely new building as currently 
proposed. 

“I see that building as perfectly satisfac- 
tory for the fire department. We can get 
that figure own considerably. We don’t 
need to build the Taj Mahal,” said Larsen. 

Both Larsen and Selectman Lori Becker 
also said the fire department should look at 
whether improvements should be made to 
the Ballardvale fire station. 

But Selectmen John Hess and Brian 
Major said trying to rehabilitate the flawed 
building may cost about the same as build- 
ing an entire new center. Major noted that 
many of the electronic systems in the old 
building will need to be replaced no matter 
what. 

“I think we do need to take (the old 
building) down, but we need to come in 
with a lower price,” said Hess. 

“The cost to renovate versus build from 
scratch would be prohibitive,” agreed 
Major. “I see no alternative other than to 
scrap what we have and start anew.” 

Architects at Donham & Sweeney see 
seven major shortcomings of the existing 
center, including that it is too small, or, In 
their words, “obsolete spatially.”

“A pretty good opening day,” Pattullo 
observes. 

Lane and five other rookies are actually 
still in training, having graduated from the 
State Police Academy just a couple of weeks 
ago. For the next several months they will 
rotate from division to division within the 
local department. Lane and fellow rookie Offi- 
cer Peter Reming are assigned to the detec- 
tives division. 

Ironically enough, Reming is also a former 
football player, who played for AHS against 
Lane during the 1980s. So, with the crucial 
Thanksgiving Day contest between Andover 
and Central Catholic coming up, “we may 
have to keep them separated. There’s a bit of 
rivalry going on,” jokes Pattullo. 

More seriously, Pattullo says the investiga- 
tion at the high school is ongoing. “We don’t 
feel this (arrest) will stop it,” he says, “but the 
high school administration has been very 
helpful to us. They’re very concerned about 
it.” 

There is no lack of drug awareness at the 
school, he says. “They’re (the students) very 
aware.” 

That is confirmed by new Principal Larry 
Robinson, who says he told the students at the 
beginning of the school year that he would be 
taking a much harder line against drugs and 
alcohol than had been the case in the past. 

“I told them we would be using the full 


extent of the state law regarding expulsions,” 
he says, “which is clearly upping the ante.” 

State law, he says, gives principals discre- 
tion to expel students for four things: bringing 
and/or using drugs on the school campus; 
bringing a weapon onto the campus; assault- 
ing a teacher; and committing a serious felony 
off the school grounds. 

“This isn’t meant to be punitive and mean,” 
Robinson says, “but to make school a safe, pro- 
ductive place. This is (a) drastically different 
(standard) than in the past, so I wanted the stu- 
dents to plan their behavior accordingly.” 

He says once a student is expelled, “that 
probably spells the end of their public educa- 
tion in Massachusetts, because if they try to 
transfer to another school, I’m obliged to tell 
that system that the reason they left here was 
expulsion. 

He says he expelled a student in Littleton, 
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where he was previously a princi- 
pal, for having two marijuana 
joints at school. 

The incident Monday did not 
involve any current Andover stu- 
dents, both Pattullo and Robinson 
say. 

The awareness campaign has 
not only been confined to the 
beginning of school, either, he 
says. “We continually remind the 
kids, especially around the holi- 
days, about both drugs and alco- 
hol. We have an assembly coming 
up, it comes up in their health 
Classes and it is throughout the 
curriculum. There is no doubt 
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that they have the information.” 

Still, he says while some par- 
ents are aware of the presence of 
drugs and alcohol among. stu- 
dents, “my experience in the past 
is that some are always surprised 
when there is an incident involv- 
ing their child.” 

Students may find it harder to 
avoid detection for such things as 
well. Both Pattullo and Robinson 
say the police and high school 
administration are cooperating in 
a number of areas. “I’ve been talk: 
ing to (Police Chief) Brian Pattullo 
about using breathalyzers at 
dances,” Robinson says.

A ‘New World’ awaits, with Gershwin

As a former Upper West Side New 
Yorker, Roland Vazquez walked the 
same streets as George Gershwin, the 
man he calls, “perhaps the greatest 
musical genius this country has 
produced.” 

This weekend, Vazquez will be 
following in that genius’ musical 
footsteps, as he leads the 65-year-old 
Reading Symphony Orchestra in a 
performance of some Gershwin 
works. 

As the still relatively new director 
and conductor of the RSO, Vazquez 
has been charged with increasing the 
scope of the orchestra. 

He plans to do just that Saturday, 
Nov. 21, by bringing the orchestra 
from Reading to Phillips Academy 
for a performance. More importantly, 
the Andover man plans to bring it to 
new musical ground by challenging 
them with Gershwin’s Piano 
Concerto in F, and a Porgy and Bess 
medley. The orchestra will also per- 
form Czech composer Antonin Dvo- 
rak’s Ninth Symphony, From the 
New World. 

“It’s a bit of a stretch for communi- 
ty players — not to mention the 
conductor,” says Vazquez, of High- 
land Wayside. 

Joining the orchestra will be 
Randall Hodgkinson, a grand-prize 
winner of the International Ameri- 
can Music Competition, sponsored

by Carnegie Hall and the Rockefeller 
Foundation. Vazquez seems happy to 
be ending his first year as RSO 
director with this type of company 
for the fall performance. 

“Gershwin was a composer very 
close to my heart ever since I was a 
little kid,” says Vazquez. “And the 
coup was to get Randall Hodgkinson, 
who’s usually very busy” 

“He was a poor kid from Brooklyn. 
I think city kids could identify when 
someone like Gershwin became this 
international figure,” says Vazquez. 
“He was a bit of a pioneer, I guess, 


and a very accessible composer. I 
guess there’s a close association. I 
walked the same streets where 
Gershwin hung out.” 

While he realizes others may not 
see the connection between Gersh- 
win and Dvorak, Vazquez says he put 
them on the same program because 
he sees similarities between the two. 

He believes they both understood 
how important traditional African- 
American music was to the growth of 
American popular music. Vazquez 
says Gershwin seemed to understand 
it instinctively, while Dvorak, an 
outsider in America, saw it 
intellectually. 

“There’s just something about 
Gershwin. He caught the American 
accent, I guess that’s what it is,” says 
Vazquez. 

“Gershwin wouldn’t sound like 
Gershwin if it weren’t for black 
music,” he says. “I often wonder 
about Porgy and Bess. Why this par- 
ticular subject? Why people of the 
Carolinas? He went there. He wanted 
to get the accent right. I think he was 
conscious of the debt that was owed 
to jazz and black traditional music.” 

Both composers also created acces- 
sible orchestra music, he says. 

Dvorak was “the son of the village 
butcher, and that was what he was 
going to do, if he wasn’t a musical

He’s chair-ing his own business 
Late 


At 18, Mike Warshawsky was 
already headed for an M.D. But just 


itwo weeks into the summer after his 


freshman year of pre-med at Tufts, life 


| took a 180. 


“I dove into shallow water one 
night at Little Island Pond in Pelham, 
N.H.,” he recalls. “I dove incorrectly, 
hit the bottom and broke my neck.” 

That was 27 years ago. Warshawsky 
had to give up on the dream of becom- 
ing a physician. But he never gave up 
on life. 

He essentially missed only one 
semester of college. He went back the 
following spring, lived on campus, had 
his buddies help with personal care 
and got his bachelor’s in chemical 
physics. He followed that with a mas- 
ter’s in engineering design. 

He took a summer off and started 
working for Raytheon, where he spent 
11 years in software development, six 
more in software quality assurance 
before taking his current position as a 
systems design engineer. 

He got married and had a daughter, 
Rikki, 10, now a fifth-grader at West 
Elementary. 

Yes, he’s pleased with all that. But 
Warshawsky is also filled with an 
entrepreneurial spirit that he hopes 
will develop into his own business to 
not only help others who are handi- 
capped, but also makes the rest of the 
world more aware of the barriers 
handicapped people face — both phys- 
ical and attitudinal. 

The need, he says, is obvious. 

At a time when computer technolo- 
gy has made it much easier for 
employers to accommodate people 
with disabilities, “I received some 
information through the handicapped 
media that is not too thrilling,” he 
says. 

“There was a survey done in 1987 
that found about 34 percent of handi- 
capped people working full- or part- 
time. Now, this year, they’ve found 
that percentage has dropped to 29 per- 
cent. That’s pretty sad.” 

It is a trend he hopes his company 
What’s New?! will help to reverse. 

While he technically incorporated a 
number of years ago — in 1990 — War- 
shawsky is just now focusing more on 
a number of ideas that he hopes will 
be both marketable and educational. 

“I have about 20 extra power wheel- 
chairs,” he says, “and my plan is to fix 
them up and rent them out, by the 
day, or even for a couple of hours.” 

Not to people who need them, but to 
those who don’t. “The whole focus is 
to get people to use them for a while, 
to experience the difficulty of getting 
around, and the obstacles that we face. 
It’s not just physical barriers, but it’s 
people’s attitudes as well.” 

Warshawsky had gotten permission 


earlier this fall to 
bring a couple of 
extra power chairs 
to a concert at the 
FleetCenter by 
Barenaked Ladies, 
where he hoped to 
get patrons to 
spend even a cou- 
ple of minutes in a 
chair. a | was 
delayed getting 
there, so that did- 
n’t work out,” he 
says, “but I still 
hope to do things 
like that at events 
where there are a 
lot of people.” 

He also believes 
rented wheelchairs 
could be used to 
help evaluate how 
accessible —_ build- 
ings are to the 
handicapped. “And 
then after modifi- 
cations are made, 
it could be brought 
back again to see 
how effective the 
renovations were,” 
he says. 

“They could also 
be used as part of 
the curriculum for 
nurses, to let them 
experience what 
patients need. And 
conventions for 
people like archi- 
tects are another 
fertile ground for 
this kind of thing, to help with build- 
ing design.” 

Warshawsky is hoping that he can 
become a consultant to businesses, 
using the rental chairs and videos, to 
help businesses and schools with 
awareness and modifications. 

Warshawsky has also done handi- 
capped-awareness classes at his 
daughter’s school, where he gives chil- 
dren rides on the back of the chair. 

“Kids are fearless,” he says, “and I 
try to make it a fun experience for 
them.” 

Besides the chair-rental concept, 
Warshawsky says he also hopes to 
market a training video for nurses, 
personal care attendants and family 
members or friends of those who are 
handicapped. “It can show them the 
proper technique for providing those 
services,” he says. 

That is not the end of his list, 
either. Warshawsky says he hopes to 
market something he calls an “Acces- 
sibell” —- a bell that a person in a 
wheelchair can ring to signal to a

“Some places already have some- 
thing like this, but not as easy to use 
as the one I’ve invented,” he says. 

On his own chair, he has installed 
solar panels that help to charge the 
batteries when he’s in the sun. He’s 
also looking to integrate a laptop com- 
puter into the tray on his chair, with 
voice recognition capability. “That's 
totally doable, especially with solar 
panels for power,” he says. “You can 
become an office unto yourself.” 

And why not use the chair as a mar- 
keting tool? “I'm thinking about 
putting advertising on it,” he says. 
“Maybe I can make a little bit of 
money that way. 

He hopes, through these multiple 
efforts, to make wheelchair “pres. 
ence” something that people consider 
normal. “If there are more people who 
use chairs, then business owners are 
more amenable to making changes,” 
he says. “But these things (modifica-

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People still make the difference as race reaches 11th year 


At milestone, Feaster remains strong, faces changing terrain

As the Feaster Five enters its second decade, it’s 
developed a reputation as a local Thanksgiving event 
second to none. 

But what makes the Feaster worth a second look 
year after year are the people who make it happen. 
The sprinting runners and social walkers, the cheer- 
ing water cup fillers and beloved pie givers all have 
created a community feast residents enjoy. This is 
why each year thousands “take five” from their busy, 
private lives to take to the streets. 

Since the Feaster lost major sponsor Marshalls two 
races ago, some of those involved with the event say 
it’s time for organizers to take a look at where the race 
is going. Race director Dave McGillivray says the race 
has been at a crossroads the last two years. (More on 
race’s future below). 

Some decisions have already been made, which is 
why, as the Feaster Five successfully chugs through 
its 11th year, some would say there are two new rea- 
sons to be involved. First, walkers and runners who 
raise pledges will have a new charity they can give to, 
since Home Health VNA has joined Lazarus House as 
a Feaster Five pledge-receiver. (For just the second 
year, none of the entry-fee money goes to charity.) 

Another change is that the kids race will start on 
North Main Street just like the adult races do. 

Yet, no matter what technical change 
the Feaster course, the spirit of the rac |” 
same. 

Behind-the-scenes players like entry fee filer Debo- 
rah Biathrow see to that. Each year, while others 
enjoy the race, Biathrow is inside handling the after- 
math of 6,000 sign-ups. 

Not that being inside is necessarily a bad thing, giv- 
en the average temperature at the Feaster. 

“Tt seems every year that I’ve been here the race is 
always on the coldest day of the season so far,” she says.

Special delivery — It takes lot of special effort 
to deliver an event like the Feaster, but you 
don’t necessarily need the inflatable turkey. 


It’s a familiar lament, and yet, no matter what the 
weather, the Feaster continually attracts folks like 
Jacqui Graham, the youth minister for St. Augustine. 
Each year she helps gather a group of middle school 
youth to staff a water table, and another group of high 
school students to help at the finish line. 

“The only reason we’re in this is for Lazarus House. 
That’s the bottom line,” says Graham, who wishes 
some of the entry fee money still went to charity. 
“That’s really why we're in it. Our kids do a lot to sup- 
port Neighbors in Need and Lazarus House. Always in 
the back of our mind is that it’s Thanksgiving, and we 
should help others who are less fortunate.” 

Of course, the Feaster is not just about helping oth- 
ers, but also about having fun while doing it. 

That’s why it needs people like Shaun Harrington, 
who now lives in Ellington, Conn. 

Despite living in a different state, the course deejay 
will still make the trip back to Andover so he can pro- 
vide music for runners. One of those runners is his

teen-age son, Patrick, who’s been running the race 
since he was 7 or 8, says Harrington. 

Harrington plans to help runners stay alive on the 
course this year by playing ’70s disco music. 

“IT see people waving and pumping their fists. I 
think it helps keep them going,” he says of his music. 
“It’s also good to be at the one-mile mark because peo- 
ple are still fresh.” 


Striders keep things in step 

One person who might not be so fresh as runners 
pass the one-mile mark is hard-working race director 
Dave McGillivray, although he will have the extra 
help this year of his two sons, Ryan, 8, and Max, 4. 
They will serve as his assistant directors. 

In the weeks before the race, McGillivray, known 
both for running marathons as an athlete and as an 
organizer, can be seen around town at 5 a.m. spray- 
painting arrows on the street for runners to follow. He 
and the sponsoring running club, Merrimack Valley 
Striders, work together to create the event each year. 

Tom Licciardello, a former president of the Strid- 
ers, says the race has helped out the Striders just as 
running club members have helped out with the race. 

“One of the reasons our club has grown so much in 
the last couple years is because of the race,” says Lic- 
ciardello. ‘“We’re real proud of the race. 

“Sometimes I think if I put all the effort into my job 
that I do into the race, maybe I could retire early. 
Maybe next week,” he laughs. “But it’s a labor of 
love.” 

And it’s an event that many Andover walkers and 
runners both love and assume will be part of their 
Thanksgiving morning. 


Pledges and charity 

But in part because of its success, for the second 
straight year the Feaster is “in limbo,” says 
McGillivray. 

For its first eight years or so the turnout for the 
race grew every year, thanks in large part to the finan- 
cial help of big-time sponsor Marshalls. But when 
Marshalls ended its ties with the race a couple of years 
ago, the Striders were left with several decisions to 
make, says McGillivray. 

He compares the situation to a booming business. 
Growth is good. But an organization needs to decide 
how to handle it, say, when there’s an economic down- 
turn. 

The Striders have already made one decision: With- 


out Marshalls, it can’t give a direct donation to 
Lazarus House, a homeless shelter that in the last few 
years has also created a group home for people with 
AIDS, a third thrift store and free medical and dental 
clinics. 

All money raised for Lazarus House must come 
through pledges that walkers and runners collect. The 
Striders also encourage runners to bring old shoes to 
give to the homeless. 

Licciardello has added the option of raising pledges 
for Home Health VNA as well this year, and he 
believes this relationship can bring a significant num- 
ber of pledges for both agencies. 

“We have a lot of fresh, new faces this year that 
have added onto the same old crew we’ve always had. 
The VNA is a large organization, and they’ve really 
jumped on the bandwagon with volunteers,” he says. 

“The amount that the race brings in will probably 
remain at the same level that it was a few years ago,” 
he says. “We realize it’s always run at a wonderful 
time of year. We’re optimistic about the charitable 
component.” 

But not everyone has been happy about the deci- 
sion to stop giving some of the entry money to charity.

Feaster Five cover: 
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Each year, Feaster brings something new to table 


When Clark Road’s Bill Pennington 
and his buddy John Burke founded the 
Feaster Five road race, they never 
expected it would continue to run as 
successfully as it has. 

But step by giant step, the race has 
blossomed from a scrawny fledgling 
into one heck of a big bird. 

Here’s a look at some of the changes 
to the Feaster since Pennington and 
Burke passed out the first entry forms 
from the back of a truck: 


1988 

Roughly 400 runners compete in the 
first Feaster, on Thanksgiving Day, 
1988. The race starts and finishes at the 
Park on Bartlet Street — an out-and- 
back course, looping through the Blue- 
berry Hill subdivision off Holt Road. 

Ken Pliska is the first winner, with 
Amy Legacki, of Boxford, taking the top 
spot for women. 


1989 

The second Feaster Five is the most 
infamous, as it goes on despite a New 
England blizzard that dumps six inches 
of snow on the course by race time. 

Ken Mahony, town manager at the 
time, almost stops the race in fear for 
the runners’ safety, but runners con- 
vince him they will run with or without 
his approval. 

Four hundred participants run 
through near-white-out conditions. 

“I think that snow storm did more 
for the Merrimack Valley Striders than 
anything else. They proved they could 
pull of a race in impossible conditions,”

says Strider Bob Cronin, an Andover 
police officer who now leads the run- 
ners on his motorcycle. 


1990 

Organizers come up with idea that 
puts the “feast” in Feaster Five . They 
give out apple pies to the last 1,000 run- 
ners instead of the top finishers. 

Nearly 2,000 runners compete a 
significant increase in entrants over the 
first two races. 


1991 

In its fourth year, the Feaster unveils 
a new raison d'etre. 

For the first time, the Thanksgiving 
Day race is associated with Lazarus 
House, as some of the entry fee money 
goes directly to that organization, 
which helps feed and care for the home- 
less. 

Nearly 3,000 runners compete, with 
world-class marathoner Julie Peterson

taking first in the women’s division. 
Guy Sterns wins the men’s competition, 
crossing the finish line just four sec- 
onds ahead of Dan Dillon, for the closest 
finish to that point among overall win- 
ners at the Feaster Five. 


1992 

The weather is actually cooperative, 
at least for the runners, who appreciate 
the light rain and 40-degree tempera- 
tures. They also appreciate an appear- 
ance by Johnny Kelley, the well-loved 
87-year-old marathon great whose origi- 
nal oil paintings are given as prizes to 
the top men’s and women’s finishers. 
Perhaps not coincidentally, three 
course records are set that year. 

“Johnny was out there doing nine- 
and 10-minute miles, so a lot of people 
got to run with him,” says Pennington. 

However, for the first time, runners 
are not the only people out on the 
course. Walkers are invited to join the

Five as well. Each year, it seems, more 
and more people walk the Feaster as 
part of a fun Thanksgiving tradition. 

“They don’t have any more runners 
now than they did in the fifth year,” 
Says Pennington. “The growth of the 
race has been in the number of walkers, 
not with the runners.” 


1993 

Because of the presence of Kelley the 
previous year, Pennington says he was 
able to attract the attention of big-time 
sponsor Marshalls for the race’s sixth 
year. 

Well-respected race director Dave 
McGillivray, who’d been helping out 
with the event in previous years, also 
officially takes over as race director. 
The race is taped and later televised on 
ESPN for the first time.

Kids now part of Main event, with move of starting line 


In its llth year, the Feaster Five is letting the kids 
join the adults at the big table. The kids fun run will 
start on North Main Street, just like the adult races do. 

“Now they can be in the middle of all the action. A 
lot of people will see the kids race, and I think it will be 
a lot of fun for the kids,” says Tom Licciardello, of the 
Merrimack Valley Striders 

Because race-day registration will now be in Wood- 
worth Motors at the junction of Routes 133 and 28, Lic- 
ciardello says it made sense to have all the races start 
near that intersection. Kid runners will race south- 
bound, up North Main Street, and then turn around 
and come back down North Main to their finish. 

The North Main Street start for the adult runners is 
nothing new to those who have completed the five- 
mile and five-kilometer races in previous years. Both 
races begin at North Main and end at Brickstone 
Square, near what is annually alleged to be the largest 
Christmas tree in the nation. 

The Kids 1k will begin at 8 a.m. Both the five-mile 
and five-kilometer races will start at 8:30 a.m. on 
North Main Street at the corner of Routes 133 and 28. 
The wide start area on North Main will allow those up 
front to start quickly, but those in the back will have it 
slow going for the first half mile or so because of the 
crowd. Timing and results will be recorded by Granite 
State Race Services and Bay State Race Services. The 
race will air on ESPN Dec. 22 at 1:30 p.m., Dec. 23 at 
9:30 p.m. and Dec. 24 at 12:30 a.m. 

Organizers make room at the front of the pack of 
both adult races for “elite runners,” those who can run 
a mile in five minutes or less. 

But Dave McGillivray, race director says, “This is 
more a celebration of the day than it is a knock-down, 
drag-out road race.” He has said 90 percent of the peo- 
ple involved view the Feaster as a pleasant stroll or 
“as justification to belly up to the dinner table (later) 
and consume more than they normally would.”

The 5k (3.1 mile) course 

Heading south, the first half mile is relatively flat, 
crossing over the Shawsheen River, past Shawsheen 
Plaza and through the lights at Stevens Street. The 
next half mile is the longest uphill on the course. It 
finally levels off at Elm Square, just past the mile 
mark, and from there it’s clear sailing. 

The 5k course takes a left on Elm Street and a quick 
left on High Street. Be careful here as the 5-mile run- 
ners will continue straight on Main Street. 

After a short downhill the course is mostly flat along 
High Street, past the 2-mile marker and out to Haver- 
hill Street, where runners turn left for a fast downhill 
stretch, go under the railroad bridge then right onto 
York Street for a short, straight uphill finish. 

The 5k runners must stay to the left of the cones on 
High, Haverhill and York streets. Many of the 5k run- 
ners, those who will run eight-minute miles or slower, 


may see the 5-mile leaders pass them on the right 
along High Street and all the way to the finish. 

The 5k runners should also be sure to continue 
straight into their finish line, at the top of the hill, past 
the driveway into the parking lot. 


The 8k (5-mile) course 

The 8k is the same as the 5k course until runners 
reach Elm Square. There, the 5k runners will take a 
left on Elm Street while the 5-mile course continues 
straight on Main Street through town. 

Just as the gradual uphill begins heading out of 
town, the course goes left on Morton Street for one 
block before making a fast, left downhill turn onto 
Bartlet Street. A few blocks later, at the Townsman 
building, go right onto Chestnut Street past the 2-mile 
marker and continue straight for a short distance 
before turning left onto Pasho Street. 

At the end of Pasho the course jogs right onto Sum- 
mer Street then immediately left onto Washington 
Street. Washington ends at Elm Street where the 
course goes left to Maple Street. Go right on Maple 
past the 3-mile marker and there, finally, the down- 
hills begin. 

Maple goes downhill to Walnut Street. At the end, 
go left again downhill to High Street, and right on 
High Street. 

From there, follow the 5k course, except 5-mile run- 
ners will stay to the right of the cones all the way in. 
High Street is mostly flat out to a left on Haverhill 
Street, which begins a fast downhill that continues 
almost to the finish. 

After the railroad bridge turn right up the hill on 
York Street to the finish lines in the Marshalls park- 
ing lot. Women stay to the right coming up the hill and 
turn right into the first chute. Men stay straight past 
the first chute and take the second right to that chute.

Talking turkey 
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Entry money covers a lot of the Feaster’s little things

The Feaster Five runs through the 
heart of Andover, and much of the $18 
to $20 people spend to run the race goes 
to items such as the T-shirts and pies 
that are near and dear to runner’s 
hearts. 

But for the second year in a row, 
none of the money collected from 
Feaster Five entry fees will go to chari- 
ty. 

Runners and walkers who want to 
donate to Lazarus House or Home 
Health VNA should collect pledges by 
using a pledge sheet included in the 
entry forms. 

This type of pledge program raised 
$20,000 for Lazarus House last year, 
says Tom Licciardello, one of the 
founders of the Merrimack Valley 
Striders, the running club that orga- 
nizes the race. 

Licciardello believes the addition of 
the VNA and its thousand or so 
employees will help raise even more 
money for both Lazarus House and

Temperatures are well below freez- 
ing, causing the drinks at the water 
stops to turn to slush, and ice to form 
on the roads. One banner freezes, falls 
to the ground and shatters. Despite the 
| cold weather, more than 4,000 runners 
squeeze through the small bridge near 
Penguin Park on their way to glory — 
and prefrozen pies. Following the 
race, a check for $25,000 is presented to 
Lazarus House, exceeding the goal set 
by race directors. This is the most 
money raised in a Feaster Five event. 


1994 

Despite temps again hovering 
around 20 degrees at the start, a 
record 6,696 participants come out, 
making it New England’s fifth-largest. 


Organizers begin to settle on a course 
that has not changed since. 


Lisa Senatore edges out Olympic 
gold medalist Joan Benoit Samuelson 
by just 21 seconds for her win. In the 
masters race, Andy Palmer out-kicks 
four-time Boston Marathon winner 
Bill Rodgers for a one-second victory. 


VNA than was raised last year, he 
says. 

Organizers made the decision to 
stop giving some of the entry fee mon- 
ey to charity when big sponsors like 
Marshalls cut their ties to the race. 
Without the large-scale sponsorship, 
organizers say they need the entry fee 
money to pay for the race itself. 

“We pay a lot for things that people 
don’t think a lot about. The port-a-pot- 
ties cost $2,400. Our bib numbers cost 
$2,000,” says Licciardello. 


In the money 

The Striders tend to take in more 
than $100,000 in entry fee money, based 
on expectations that there will be 3,000 
five-mile runners, 2,500 five-kilometer 
participants and another 600 youth 
runners. Dave McGillivray, an 
Andover resident and professional 
race director who has organized the 
Boston Marathon and the Good Will 
Games, is hired to handle the event. 

McGillivray says his fee is the “plug 


1995 

Olympic gold medalist and former 
Boston Marathon winner Joan Benoit 
Samuelson is the first woman to break 
the tape in 27:39, 17 seconds ahead of 
Kara Molloy of Lowell.

factor,” meaning that he makes sure all 
the other bills are paid before he col- 
lects anything for the much-lauded 
work he does. In the unlikely event 
people don’t sign up for the race, he 
could conceivably lose money, he says. 

Of the items McGillivray buys in 
advance, the most expensive are the T- 
shirts people love. They cost $32,000. 

Another $4,957 pays for the apple 
pies many Feaster Fivers use to com- 
plete their Thanksgiving feast. 

The after-Feaster treats have always 
made an impression, even with those 
who are used to getting laurel wreaths. 
Bob Cronin remembers the reaction of 
the famed marathoner Bill Rodgers 
when he got his pie for running here 
one year. 

“This guy has won the Boston 
marathon and was an Olympic athlete. 
Yet he was so psyched to be given a pie. 
It sounds weird, but he was standing 
there looking at his wife saying, ‘Look, 
they even gave me a pie.” says Cronin. 
“That always stuck with me. This was 
a guy who’s done everything in run- 
ning and he was so happy to have that 
pie. 

Other big payments include $6,800 to 
the police for their race details, and an 
estimated $6,000 to the Merrimack Val- 
ley Striders racing club. McGillivray 
says the club gets $1 per runner, and 
may receive another $800 for stuffing 
envelopes.

Pie chart — About five percent of 
the entry money goes to buy the 
fan-favorite pies themselves. 


McGillivray says other event costs 
include: 

$8,300 for renting equipment, $5,000

Cronin’s out in front for every race 


Motorcycle man leader of the Feaster pack

As Thanksgiving approaches, most 
people find images of turkey and 
stuffing dancing in their head. 

Not Bob Cronin. 

The closer to Thanksgiving this 
police officer gets, the more he finds 
his evenings haunted by nightmares 
about traffic and scheduling snafus. 

As Andover’s safety officer, Cronin 
says it’s his duty to make sure the 
popular Feaster Five road race pro- 
duces a minimum amount of motorist 
angst and finger pointing. 

“In the next few days, I’ll start 
dreaming about traffic posts and who 
goes where. I’m always real nervous 
until the gun goes off,” he says. 

With ham radio guys, volunteer 
Boy Scouts, auxiliary officers and 22 
police overseeing the course on race 
day, it’s no wonder Cronin’s mind is 
racing well before runners do. But 
unlike most officers, Cronin does not 
collect detail pay Thanksgiving Day. 

“I’m not like the other guys who 
work a detail,” he says. “Doing the 
traffic is part of my job. And also, I’ve 
been doing the Feaster Five since it 
was a baby. I want to make sure 
everything goes all right.” 

Cronin not only wants to make 
sure traffic flows on race day, he also 
sets the pace for the lead runners of 
the kids event and the five-mile run. 
Riding his motorcycle in front of the 
pack, Cronin has become one of the 
many familiar Feaster Five faces. 

Cronin has shown kids the race

course at every kids race so far. Yet, 
despite his involvement, the Merri- 
mack Valley Strider and hog rider has 
himself run the race only once, dur- 
ing the infamous 1989 snow storm. 
Cronin remembers that the police 
cruiser leading the race that year got 
stuck going up a hill because the snow 
was as thick and slippery as turkey 
gravy. 

“Some of the runners actually 
started to push (the cruiser) up the 
hill. But it got stuck again and then all 
the runners ran by it,” he says. 


“In the last 300 yards, my right eye 
froze shut. It was snowing like crazy. 
(But) it was one of the most fun road 
races I’ve ever run. The conditions 
were impossible and everyone just 
had a good time.” 

Since then, the Feaster has become 
synonymous with having a good time, 
no matter what the weather. That 
must be why runners -— and motorcy- 
cle riders — keep coming back with 
their families. 

“I’ve always done the kids race,” 
says Cronin. “My wife works the race, 
too. I see her in the morning and I see 
her when I get home in the afternoon. 
This is like running a marathon.” 

But it’s a marathon that seems to 
give volunteers like the Cronins a 
“runner’s high.” 

“When everyone is done, everyone 
wants to get out of here and continue 
with their holiday. I’m really proud of 
the fact that by 10:45 a.m. everyone’s 
on their way. You wouldn’t have even 
known there (was) a race in town,” 
says Cronin. 

It’s fairly obvious why Cronin is 
involved with the Feaster, it seems. 

“It’s fun — and I’m afraid someone 
else might screw it up,” he jokes, 
laughing heartily. “I just want it to go 
right.” 

Once it does, then he can sink his 
teeth into a few heaping plates of 
turkey and stuffing — and enjoy 
pleasant dreams. After all, there’s 
nothing like Thanksgiving dinner to 
encourage a sound night’s sleep.

the race this year, but for the first time will 
not be involved behind-the-scenes. 

“I’ve been doing it for 10 years and I'd 
much rather run with my kids than worry 
about if the thousands of apple pies are 
being given out or if the hoses are set up,” 
he says. 

“And Id like to see the focus be on the 
charity more. It’s Thanksgiving. I wish 
more could have been done to focus on and 
drive the charity side of it. They desperate- 
ly need money up there (at Lazarus House). 

“I think (the Feaster) has such a good 
foundation and tradition that it will contin- 
ue and maintain its strength,” he says. 
“But it was difficult for me to go out and 
seek the volunteers without the money 
going to Lazarus House. (However) the race 
is still generating some good for Lazarus 
House.”

One issue the Striders still have to face 
is deciding what type of race they will run. 

McGillivray says that because of the 
current money situation, he never knows if 
he will be paid for his services until after 
all the entries are in and all the bills are 
paid. 

“Everyone gets paid before I get dime 
one,” he says. “My integrity is more impor- 
tant than my wallet. 

“But that’s the kind of event it is, and I 
accept that. I have no gripes with anyone. 
But I have to ask, am I in a position to keep 
taking that kind of risk?” he says. 

As much as he enjoys his role with the 
race, McGillivray says he may consider 
taking a smaller role in organizing it next 
year. 

“I’m pleased with the way things are 
going. But it’s risky to try to produce some-

thing at this level. It’s significantly entry- 
fee driven,” he says. “It’s not a wise 
business practice for me to continue doing 
this. I do it because there’s a history and I 
enjoy the event.” 

McGillivray says the Striders need to 
decide if they want to keep the Feaster the 
size it is now, or try to shrink it. If they do 
continue at the current level, then they 
need to set aside money to hire a profes- 
sional, he says. 

“I think a month after the event’s over 
we need to reconvene and look it over,” 
says McGillivray. 

Licciardello says the Striders appreciate 
the role McGillivray plays. 

“From our perspective it’s crucially 
important. Not a lot of people understand 
how important Dave is to the race. We have 
meetings 12 months out of the year,” says 
Licciardello. “He’s the only one with 
professional experience in running races. 

“He’s the best in the country,” he says. 
“He’s worth every penny.” 

As for how the Feaster might look in the 
future, Licciardello expects the turnout to 
always be around the current level. 

“I think one of the things we recognize 
is this thing has a life of its own,” he says. 
“It now is an event people are going to 
come to no matter what we say or do. We’re 
going to try to keep it as the same high- 
quality race it has been. 

“Every race has a natural boundary in 
terms of number of participants,” says Lic- 
ciardello. “But I would think the Feaster 
would always remain between a 5,000 to 
10,000 person race.” 
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Musicians don’t just fiddle around at the frigid Feaster 


They must play on - and that’s not just whistling Dixie

Despite its name, the Feaster Five is one of 
the few places on earth where musicians sim- 
ply don’t want to “take five.” If they do, their 
instruments freeze. 

“What the guys do is keep a car running 
near by,” says Pierre LeMieux, the Andover 
man who will gather 16 Dixieland musicians 
to play along the course. 

“Some of us use little heat packets and 
things like that. But once you start blowing, | 
if you keep blowing it usually provides | 
enough heat to keep the valves moving. So we’ 
make it a point to play all the time,” says 
LeMieux, an Arundel Street resident for 
more than 30 years. 

Because of the cold and windy weather on 
race day, LeMieux says his fellow musicians 
have fiddled around each year with different 
ways to convince their instruments that 
there'll be a hot time in the old town that day. 

Tuba players like LeMieux often tie bubble 
wrap around their valves, as do trumpet 
players. 

Trombone players need to empty slush 
from their instruments to make sure they 
continue to slide. 

But it’s probably the banjo players who 
face the biggest problems. 

“He’s the one person who can’t wear 
gloves. I think he tries to get his fingers into 
gloves whenever he can, but then he can’t 
play,” says LeMieux. “Over the years, I’ve 
only been able to keep two banjo players. I 
pick the hardiest ones.” 

Amazingly, in spite of all the problems, 
LeMieux never seems to have problems get-

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ting musicians to weather the Feaster Five 
storm. 

“They were sort of hesitant the first vear, but 
this thing is sort of infectious. Once you’ve done 
it, it catches on,” he says. “I’ve had some who 
say, ‘Don’t forget me next year.’” 

Part of the reason for that willingness may be 
because the musicians come from the New Lib- 
erty Jazz Band, which practices at LeMieux’ s 
house every Monday. 

This year there will be four bands of four 
musicians each, including LeMieux and three 
other tuba players. LeMieux says musicians 
from all around Boston come to the Feaster 
because they love the reaction they get from 
runners. 

“A musician likes to play where there’s 
applause and appreciation. We get a lot of feed- 
back from the people passing by,” he says. “A lot 
of the people start dancing around as they go 
by.” 

In fact, many runners seem inspired by the 
music. 

“Tm by the rear of the race and people tend to 
be tired,” he says. “But (when they hear the 
music,) then they start twisting around and wav- 
ing their arms and they become the focus all of a 
sudden.” 

It’s this enthusiasm that warms the musi- 
cians’ hearts, even when their instruments are 
icing over. 

“There have been years where the guys had to 
climb into their cars to get their instruments 
unfrozen. We don’t look forward to those 
things,” says LeMieux. 

“You could say that the group we have today -— 
the survivors we have today — are a hardy lot.” 


Clarke plans to nurse a new tradition into good —

Although Thanksgiving is a time for the family to 
come together, each Thanksgiving morning Janet 
Clarke sees her family go off in different directions. 

Some members run the Feaster five-mile race, 
some run the Feaster five-kilometer race, and some, 
like herself, man the Feaster Five water tables. 

“The race has become part of the family tradi- 
tion,” says Clarke, of Carriage Hill Road. “We go 
from the Feaster Five to the Andover-Central 
Catholic football game and come home and eat 
turkey, and that’s Thanksgiving for us. 

“T like watching these runners that just seem to be 
having a good time. It’s a cold and blustery day, but 
you see all these cold, red, smiling faces.” 

This year, Clarke and company plan to continue 
their Feaster tradition — with a twist. 

For the first time Clarke plans to become one of 
those smiling faces herself. In the process, she’ll start 
a new tradition of her own, along with several of her 
co-workers. 

This Thanksgiving, Clarke will be the co-captain 
of the walking team for Home Health VNA, a non- 
profit organization that provides a number of health 
care services. 

Clarke is a registered nurse for the agency, which 
can benefit from pledges collected by race partici- 
pants this year. 

Home Health VNA will have both a walking and a 
running team at the race, and appreciates other peo- 
ple’s pledge support, says Clarke. 

Although none of the $18 to $20 entry fees paid by 
runners goes to either non-profit Lazarus House or 
the VNA, participants can use a pledge panel in their 
entry forms to raise money for these worthy organi- 
zations. Those who collect pledges can target the 


money for Lazarus House, the VNA or both. 

Clarke says the pledge money can help VNA con- 
tinue work such as visiting elderly residents who 
need some regular assistance, but aren’t yet ready to 
go into nursing homes. 

She says Medicare has started to reimburse agen- 
cies like VNA based on the number of people they 
serve, rather than on the number of visits they make 
to homes. 

This means her VNA is receiving less reimburse- 
ment than in years past, she says. 

“We (VNA workers) all have people who still wish 
to stay at home, and have daily home health aide and 
nurse visits,” she says. “We’ve been (seeing) some of 
these people a long time. Our agency is committed to 
continuing to carry these people.” 

The pledge money could help VNA to do so. 

Meanwhile, Clarke and her family can also focus 
on carrying a number of pies through the family 
room door. This year, more Clarkes than ever could 
hit the trail 

“My family’s been involved for many years, I 
think back to the beginning. My oldest son (Jamey) is 
29, and he did track back in high school,” says 
Clarke. “He used to go out and run the race and come 
home with a pie and a T-shirt.” 

His treasures quickly drew the attention of 
Jamey’s sister Susie and brother Tom, who now run 
the race, says Clarke. 

This year, Clarke’s other son, Randy, and his wife, 
Aspen, are getting involved. Randy will join Janet’s 
husband, Gary, at a water table, while Aspen straps 
on sneakers. 

“It’s become a family event,” says Clarke. “The 
VNA hopes that it will grow as a tradition for them 
too.”
